This evening's concert is dedicated to the late Thad 
Jones. All works performed by the University of Toronto 
Big Band have been composed and arranged by him. 


The inimitable composer, arranger, bandleader’ and 
clarinetist PHIL NIMMONS recently received the 1986 
award for music given by the Toronto Arts Awards 
Foundation. The Toronto Arts Awards of $5,980 each, 
inaugurated last year, were established to honour 
individual excellence in the arts and to celebrate the 
importance of the arts to Toronto. The awards 
foundation cited Phil Nimmons' important influence on 
the Canadian jazz scene; in the words of the music 
jury, he "has actively and ambitiously pursued a 
performing career for more than 49 years, successfully 
bridging the gap between jazz and classical music." 


Phil Nimmons joined the University of Toronto in 1973 
as instructor in jazz techniques and as director of the 
Faculty's Jazz Ensembles. He also presently holds the 
same position at the University of Western Ontario. A 
tireless proponent for the development of educational 
facilities for jazz and related music, he is the 
Director of Jazz Studies at the Courtney Youth Centre, 
and has held similar positions at the University of New 
Brunswick, Banff School of Fine Arts and the University 
of Western Ontario. He currently directs a summer jazz 
programme at the Interprovincial Music Camp. 


A prolific and adventurous composer, Mr. Nimmons' own 
works in both the jazz and classical vein date from 
1948. The recording of his Atlantic Suite (1974), 
performed by his own band Nimmons ‘N' Nine Plus Six, 
received the first Juno Award given in the jazz 
category in 1976. Recent compositions include 
Plateaus: Cariboo Country Tone Poem, commissioned by 
the CBC Vancouver Orchestra and premiered in March, 
1986. Plateaus will be recorded by that ensemble for 
CBC Classics next month. The Vancouver Symphony 
performed Plateaus in late June and the work was 
broadcast on CBC Radio on Canada Day. fThe Northdale 
Concert Band commissioned the work Skyscape: Sleeping 
Beauty and the Lions for its performance at Expo '86.
